TO TAKE THE CENSUS. 


N um erous people in this and adjoin­ 
ing "counties are interested in the bill 
th a t will be passed at th e present session 
of th e legislature for taking the state 
census, and T h e D i s p a t c h has received 
num erous inquiries regarding tho same. 
T he bill has been before the senate 
com m ittee and recom m ended to pass 
and undoubtedly will become a law in 
practically its present form. 
It estab­ 
lishes a census bureau, w ith Secretary 
of S ta te P. E. Hanson as its chief. 
He 
is given #5<X) for his supervision, but is 
allowed an assistant superintendent by 
law whose com pensation is fixed at 
$1,800. 
He 
is 
au tho rized to 
name 
enum erators, and is to give preference 
to discharged soldiers and sailors. 
T he 
enum eration is to begin J u n e I, shall be 
completed on or before Ju ly I, and re­ 
tu rn s are to be in the hands of the 
superintendent not la te r than July IO, 
1905. 
A graduated rem nueration is pro­ 
vided. 
In cities of 5,(XX) and over, 82 
for each 
KX) in h a b itan ts is paid: in 
cities, 
villages and towns of less than 
5,000 persons, enum erators arr* to re­ 
ceive $2.25 for each 1(X> persons, and in 
all other districts, excepting certain 
sparsely settled districts, a fee of 2 15 
cents a person is provided. 
In districts 
where the population is widely sc atte r­ 
ed the superinten dent is authorized on 
his judgm ent to allow from $2 to $3 a 
day for the work of enumeration. 
No 
claim for traveling expenses is to be 
recognized. 
The census is to specifical­ 
ly include tho nam es of soldiers and 
sailors of tho civil and Spanish wars re­ 
siding in the state. 
D ata is to include 
the sex, age, color, nativity, occupation, 
parentage and period of residence of the 
people enum erated. 
A uthority is given 
the superintendent to occupy rooms in 
either the old or th e new capitol for tho 
census bureau.

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TO TAKE THE CENSUS. 


N um erous people in this and adjoin­ 
i n g ‘counties are interested in the bill 
th a t will be passed at th e present session 
of the legislature for taking the state 
census, and T he D ispatch has received 
num erous inquiries regarding the same. 
T he bill has been before the senate 
com m ittee and recom m ended to pass 
and undoubtedly will become a law in 
practically its present form. 
It estab­ 
lishes a census bureau, w ith Secretary 
of S ta te P. F. Hanson as its chief. 
He 
is given #500 for his supervision, but is 
allowed an assistant superintendent by 
law whose com pensation is fixed at 
$1,800. 
Ho 
is 
au tho rized to 
name 
enum erators, and is to give preference 
to discharged soldiers and sailors. 
T he 
enum eration is to begin .June 1, shall be 
completed on or before duly 1, and re­ 
tu rn s are to be in the hands of the 
superintendent not later than July 10, 
19G5. 
A graduated rem nueration is pro­ 
vided. 
I n cities of 5,000 and over, 82 
for each 
KX) in h a b ita n ts is paid; in 
cities, 
villages and towns of less than 
5.TXX) persons, enum erators are to re­ 
ceive 82.25 fur each 100 persons, and in 
all other districts, excepting certain 
sparsely settled districts, a fee of 2 1 
cents a person is provided. 
In districts 
where the population is widely scatter 
ed the sup erinten dent is authorized on 
his judgm ent to allow from 82 to 83 a 
day for the work of enumeration. 
No 
claim for traveling expenses is to be 
recognized. 
The census is to specifical­ 
ly include the nam es of soldiers and 
sailors of the civil and Spanish wars re 
siding in the state. 
Data is to include 
the sex, age, color, nativity, occupation, 
parentage and period of residence of the 
people enum erated. 
A uthority is given 
the superintendent to occupy rooms in 
either the old or th e new capítol for the 
census bureau. 
It 
is expected 
th a t 
qu a rte rs will be provided in the old 
state capítol for th e compilation of the 
work.

Were Used Old Man Could 


Not Be Saved 


DIED SHORTLY AFTER 4 O’CLOCK 


Old Gentleman Had Threatened 


Several Times to Take Poison 


But Was Prevented. 


TO MEET WITH ST. CLOUD 


< ieorge More, the street laborer who 
took laudanum shortly before T h e D is ­ 


pa tc h went to press Saturday afternoon, 
«lied a few minute« after 4 o’clock, not­ 
withstanding every effort was made by 
Dr. Nicholson and Chief Simmons to 
bring the old man back to life. 
Restor­ 
atives were applied in large quantities 
but without avail. 
The old gentleman has been in the 
i employ of the city for a long time as a 
street laborer and is without relatives 
in this city. 
He had been drinking 
considerable of late but not to excess. 
On Saturday afternoon he was in the 
George Bell saloon on Fifth street and 
to two gentlemen who were with him he 
exhibited a bottle of laudanum and told 
them ho w as going to finish his career 
that afternoon. 
They tried to get the j 
bottle away from him, but could not. j 
The old man finally left the saloon and j 
started west on Front street, and the j 
two gentlemen notified Chief of 
Police 
Simmons. 
The chief hastened to the 
home of George 
Frye where it wan 
I thought the old gentleman 
had prob­ 
ably gone, but he was not there and so 
it was quite positive ho had gone to the 
home of Je rry Hayes where he stayed. 
Mrs. Hayes saw the old man cone in, 
| but as he had often come home in the 
day time to sleep off a drunk it w as not 
unusual and she did not pay any atten­ 
tion to the old fellow, so if the two gen­ 
tlemen had not notified Chief Simmons 
| it is likely that More would not have 
been found until late yesterday morn 


i inK- 
A small bottle of laudanum had been 
about three-quarters emptied. 
The bot­ 
tle was found on the old man’s clothes 
after a search. 
More is thought to have been driven 
to the ra*h act from the fact that he 
had no home and friends and was tired 
| of shifting as best he could. 
He was 
not 
penniless, 
but had 
about $250, 
w’hich had been left with George G ard­ 
ner. 
He had something like $4 in silver 
on his person. 
He owned the house in which Je rry 
Hayes lives, but sold it sometime ago to 
Jam es Buley, the fire department driver, 
and he had saved most of the money 
from the sale of this house. 
The suicide was not a surprise to the 
many friends of the old man. 
Time and 
again he has attempted to commit the 
[ deed but was alway- watched very care­ 
fully and the poison taken away from 
him. 
It was only a few’ months ago 
that he was caught just at a time when 
the laudanum w as about to be taken and 
it was taken away from him. 
Old George More has been aeonspieu- 
ous figure on t ie streets for a number 
of years. 
He has made Brainerd his 
home for about twenty years and was 
at one time reputed to be quite wealthy. 
He was about sixty years of age.
